Official announcement of the resigna­ 
tions of Chamberlain, Ritchie and IJnmil 
ton, members of the cabinet, find the 
announcement by the Associated Press 
o'irlier in the day, was made late to 
night. 
Accompanying the announcement 
was correspondence which passed foe 
tween Balfour and Chamberlain. Cham­ 
berlain’s letter net.« forth the reasons for 
the resignation. He ?aid that at present 
at least a preferential agreement with the 
colonies involving a new doty on food 
would be unacceptable to a majority of 
constituencies. 
He therefore feels this 
policy can not be pressed at present with 
any hope of success. Feeling that he oc­ 
cupies a different position on this mat­ 
ter as well as on the question of closer 
union with colonies, he thinks he should 
justly lie blamed if he remained in office 
and thus formally accepted exclusion from 
his political program of so important a 
part. 
Tn conclusion -Chamberlain says: 
*‘I 
think that with absolute loyalty to your 
government and with no fear of embar­ 
rassing It in any way. I can best promote 
the causa I have at heart from the but- 
side, and I cannot but hope that in a per­ 
fectly independent position my arguments 
may be received with less prejudice than 
would attach to those of a party leader. 
Accordingly I would suggest that you 
limit the present policy of the government 
to the assertion of our freedom in case 
of all commercial relations with foreign 
countries and that you should agree to 
my tendering my 
resignation 
of 
my 
present office to his majesty and devoting 
myself to the work of explaining and 
popularizing those principles of imperial 
union, which experience has convinced me 
aro essential to our future welfare and 
prosperity.*’ 
Balfour in his reply says: “Agreeing as 
I do with you that the time has come 
when a change should be made in thè 
fiscal canons by which we bound ourselves 
in our commercial dealings with other 
go^Cm eD t, It seems paradoxical. Indeed, 
that yon should leave the cabinet at the 
same time that others of my colleagues 
are leaving It, who disagree on the very 
point with us both.” Balfour agrees with 
Chamberlain that “a closer fiscal union 
between the mother country and colonies 
would benefit the trade of both and that 
if such a closer union could be established 
on fitting terms it advantage to both 
parties would increase with years and as 
thè colonies grew in wealth and popula­ 
tion.” 
tie says also that if there ever 
has been any difference between himself 
and Chamberlain on this matter It has 
been with regard to its practicability. 
Balfour agrees with Chamberlain public 
opinion Is not yet ripe for taxation of 
food- stuffs. “The reason,'’ he says, ‘’may 
easily be found in past political battles 
and present political misrepresentations; 
If. then, this branch of fiscal reform Js 
not at present within the limits of prac­ 
tical politics, you are surely right in your 
advice .not to treat it as indissolubly con­ 
nected with that other branch of fiscal 
reform to which we both attach import- 
anae and which we believe the'country Is 
prepared to consider without prejudice.” 
He regrets Chamberlain should, regard 
-this conclusion as one making it difficult 
for him to remain in the cablhet, yét 
tie would not venture objection if ^ h airé 
fcerlain thought he can best serye?;itìiè 
ts of imperial unity.

casion was rendered particularly notably 
by *..e prpseaoe at aad participation In 
the ceremonies of the president of the 
United States aad Governor Murphy, ehief 
executive of New Jersey. 
The special 
train carrying the president. Murphy and 
party arrived here at WO. Governor Mur­ 
phy jraa accompanied by several promi­ 
nent state officials and the entire mili­ 
tary staff. Special trains bearing nearly 
a thousand New Jersey survivors of the 
civil war arrived just after the presi­ 
dential train. The trip of the president 
from Jersey City was devoid of special 
inclde.it. 
At ten the president and Governor Mur­ 
phy, accompanied by Senators Kean and 
Dryden, of New Jersey, and hundreds 
of citizens. left Sharpsburg station for 
the famous old Dunkard church on the 
battlefield of Antletam. 
There veterans 
were formed In olumn« of four and es­ 
corted the president and distinguished 
guests to the monument. 
On behalf of 
the state of New Jersey Murphy ac­ 
cepted the monument in a short address 
and Roosevelt accepted the monument on 
behalf of the federal government. 
While Roosevelt was speaking rain be­ 
gan to fall in torrents. 
The stand had 
a canvas cover, but the water went 
through it as if It were sieve. 
A by­ 
stander offered to hold over his umbrella, 
but the president waved it aside, remark­ 
ing, “I don't care for It. If (Indicating 
the assemblage) they can stand it I can.” 
At the conclusion of the address the 
president held an informal reception in 
the rain, shaking hands with several hun­ 
dred ex-soldiers. 
The drive over the 
Park’s battlefield was abandoned an ac­ 
count of the storm. 
The president re­ 
turned to his train Immediately after 
the ceremonies. 
This afternoon the rain ceased and the 
president and party visited various points 
of interest on tho historic field.

PROSPECTORS STARVING. 
Portland. Ore., Sept. 17.—If reports be 
true there are thirty prospectors dying 
of cold and starvation at East Cape 
Behring sea. Ola Johnson, a Dane, mem­ 
ber of a crew of a Danish ship just ar­ 
rived at Seattle from Alaska, has made 
formal charges against the oaptnin of 
the ship for having abandoned a man 
named Nelson and twenty-nine others on 
thelcy shore of East Cape. He has als» 
written to the secretary of state giving 
full details and asking for a relief ship 
to be sent at once to the fescue of the 
suffering men. 
“These thirty men,” 
said 
Johnson, 
"were sent ashore with the stories oi 
wealth still ringing in their ears. As a 
m atter of fact, the country Is a barren 
waste. I feel certain that some of them 
have already perished, and ethers will 
die soon if relief does not reach them.”

All women belonging 
to the class of the one who committed 
suicide , wer^ soon at the scene and their 
cries and walllngs were touching, all of 
them being women without character, and 
their pleadings to God for mercy and 
protestations of reformation were many. 
No cause has been given for the rash 
act of the woman, but It is supposed to 
have been a re.sult of despondency over 
the Hfc .she had been leading and a 
fiuarrel she* had had a .short time pre­ 
vious to tho tragedy with her |jpyeri ^ 
She wa:j a v/oman of prepo.s-.seWng ap­ 
pearance and had been in the city bul 
a’ short time. 
All appearances indicate 
that she had not been of the “demi- 
monde” for a great length of time. 
Coroner Q.scar Pfetzing was notified of 
ïhV iÈ0ifelr, and hé at otícé^empanneled a 
jury, which returned a verdict of suicide 
in accordance with the facts In the casé.

Under the iofloence of American cap­ 
ital and ideas the Mexican people, says 
Eugene P. Lyle, Jr., in the September 
World'» Work, are 'ieaping from the 
tenth century into the twentieth.” Mex­ 
ico’s 13,500,000 inhabitants are “grow­ 
ing a tluMisand years in as many 
weeks.’* 
Seven thousand land barons own 
acarly the whole tcrrltoiy of the re­ 
public, and tlie peons have been their 
serfs. By the side of this system of 
feudalism Is an »investment of 500,000,- 
000 American dollars, with llife 
progress in its train. T)»e.;peon earns 
15 cents a day and Is always in debt to 
his patron, who hoJds him permanently 
by tills obligation and transfers him 
along with it wlien he sells his estate. 
But the Americans have come in with 
their railroads, farms, sineltei’s and 
vast farming operations and have been 
bidding up the price of labor. They 
pay 75 cents, $1 and more. The peon 
pays off his debts and l>ecomes a man. 
The government offers free education 
to his children, from the alphabet to 
tl>e highest degree, and expects soon to 
make schdoling compulsory. 
Trade w ith the United States in­ 
creases even w’hen general commerce 
declines. In 1901-3 we isold to the Mex- 
leans about a third more than all the 
rest of the world combined and bought 
from tliem four times as much as they, 
sold to all other nations. 
In spite of many drawbacks Ameri­ 
can capital is pouring in. Kansas City 
alone has sent §50,000,000 within the 
past five years. Seventy per cent of aU 
the American money invested in the 
country lias gone into railroads. The 
Mexican Central alone has absorbed 
$150,000,000,, the National $107.500,000. 
Eighty per cent of all thp railroad cap 
Ital of Mexico is American. There are 
now over 11,000 miles of^rails in tiie 
countrj% and the amount is steadily In­ 
creasing. 
Americans own all the important sys­ 
tems but three and are heavy stoc!i* 
holders in these. They have recently 
bought the National from the British 
and the Gulf line from- the Belgians, 
They furnish the operating officers, the 
conductors and engineers and some­ 
times the rwt of the train crews. 
The old Mexican mines are being re­ 
juvenated by American methods. Amer­ 
icans are improving the great ranches 
and developing the manufacture of cot­ 
ton faster than it can be grown at 
home, so that some of the material has 
to be imported from tiie Unied States. 
Americans have started factories of 
all kinds. They have Imllt great irriga­ 
tion dams and canals. 
* 
The Mcxif*ans pre eagerly adopting 
American wajs They have the Ameri­ 
can circus; thej use typewriters more 
generally than the Parisians; they have 
a wireless telegraph system acro.S3 the 
gulf of California, and they hope tiiat 
when Diaz is gone they will be able to 
show us that they are able, like our­ 
selves, to elect a new president with 
out a vevolution. .

Thursday morning Mrs. Joseph 
Tomlinson passed peacefully away at 
Passavant hospital.

A frightful wreck occurred on the 
Springfield division of the C., P. & 
3t. L. railroad

Engine 
No. 117 crashed through a bridge fif­ 
ty feet high, killing Engineer Jacob 
Waraer, who was on his second run. 
A section gang were at work on thè 
»ridge and had removed a rail when 
freight train No. 46, in chai^ of 
Conductor O’Brien signaled. A flag- 
in had been sent forward to warn 
all aprpoaching trains, but the grade 
is very steep near the bridge and,En­ 
gineer Warner thought he could pull 
on to the top of the hill and still 
stop his train before reaching the 
bridge. 
He missed his calculation, 
however, and the train ^of cars bade 
of the engine came wiui such force 
the brakes of the engine were power­ 
less and the train came crasihing onto 
the bridge.
